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A SPECIMEN BOY.

Ir may be ten years ago that a youth in my 
Sunday-school first attracted my notice as a quiet, 
steady, plodding boy. He was submissive, faith- 
ful, and orderly, but he was not a genius, and he 
was poor. His mother was a widow, and unable 
to help him in anything: but a Christian example 
and a mother’s prayers. He continued with us 
as a scholar until he went through our school and 
Bible-class, and grew up to maturity. In his week- 
day work, he was an errand-boy in a hosiery- 
store, and as he grew in years, earned by his fidel- 

‘ity the cozrfidence of his employers and the 

“respect of his associates. At last they put him in 

, the stock, as he ealled it—that is, raised him to a 
place in the selling and business of the concern, 
with a salary of four dollars a week. He felt it 
to be a great advance, and God’s reward upon 
his industry and answer to his prayers. 

Perhaps six years ago, when he was just grow- 
ing into manhood, this youth came under the 
special teaching of the divine Spirit, and came 
forward to confess his Savior in an opea profes- 
sion of his faith and love. But as his mind was 
expanded by the truth of God, and his heart came 
more and more under its power, he felt a desire to 
do something more than merely struggle for his 
own living. He loved the agency of social 
prayer-meetings, and organized more than one 
such little assembly during his personal acquaint- 
ance with young men, and was thus advancing in 
usefulness and faithfulness in the work of God. 
At the same time there arose a strong desire in 
his heart to do something still more widely and 
permanently for Christ, the Lord whom he loved. 
He suggested to me, and with great modesty, the 
question, could he ever look forward to the pos- 
sibility of preaching the Word of God? I should 
have rejoiced to encourage the hope, and thought 
much about it: but his want of early education, 
united to his age, appeared to me almost insuper- 
able obstacles. Yet I kept the thing in my mind 
and thoughts, meditating and inquiring for him, 
and hoping that something might open his path to 
education and usefulness. 

At this crisis, the war which I trust is raising 
our nation to freedom and glory was opened for 
us, in the divine providence, and this youth en- 
listed in a regiment of volunteers from this city 
and vanished from my view. Of his place and 
connection [ knew nothing, nor indeed of his en- 
listing at the time of its occurrence. But the few 
months of the summer and autumn of 1861 passed 
by. Ireceived a grateful letter from him from 
lower Virginia. He began as a private in his 
company, and was made a sergeant, and then 
commissioned as a lieutenant—the reward of his 
own fidelity. He had maintained his ground as 
2 faithful soldier for Jesus, and a faithful warrior 
for his country and for freédom. His letters were 
a story of a soldier’s cares and trials while as a 
Christian youth he was striving to maintain his 
Master’s cause amidst much opposition and many 
difficulties. But the gracious Lord had placed 
him in a school far better than any school of the 
prophets for a life of future usefulness and honor. 
And his mind and habits of thought and expres- 
sion were growing in an encouraging way. 

The last winter was a period of peculiar bless- 
ing in his regiment. Thus he wrote me in Feb- 
ruary : 

“Thave glorious news for you. We are in the midst of a 
most gracious outpouring of God’s Spirit. Already there 
bave been numerous conversions, and scores are crying 
out, ‘Men and brethren, what shall we do to be saved ?’ 
Last Sabbath evening our chaplain stated that there would 
be.on the following evening a meeting for those who wish- 
ed advice as to how they must become Christians. It was 
tobe an inquiring meeting. 

‘I went, thinking there would be but very few at such a 
meeting, but to my surprise found the room where we hold 
our exercises quite full, On account of so great a number 
being present, we held a prayer: meeting, and I never saw 
the power of God more strikingly demonstrated. 

** When the invitetion was given out for all those desirous 
of becoming Christians, and who wished the prayers of 
God’s people, to signify it by rising up, it seemed as though 
every one in the room stood upon his feet. I was very hap- 
py, but when I happened to turn about and see three of my 
brother officers standing up to be prayed for, thea my poor 


heart was too full for utterance, but I said within myself, 
Give God the praise. 

“* And now, dear pastor, I have something to ask of you. 
Although God is here in such won¢erfnl power, yet we find 
Satan is also at work. He has his emissaries among us, as 
well as God has, and especially among the officers. We 
want religious reading to distribute among both officers and 
men, I read in the papers of your being connected with the 
association for distributing religious matter among the ar- 
my, and the thought occurred to me, that you would gladly 
assist me in this matter, We are dying for this mighty in- 
fluence. Some souls can be reached in no other way. As 
yet, we have had little or no help in this matter.” 


In another letter in March he says: 


“The religious element increases each day. We are hav- 
ing somevemarkzble conversions in our midst. One which 
no doubt will interest you all, I will relate. Among our 
most bitter enemies was to be found the head surgeon ef 
the regiment. His belief was no better than that of an in- 
fidel. He was very fond of attacking the chaplaininreligious 
controversy, notwithstending he always got the worst of 
the argument, for the chaplain is a true man of God, and 
uses Scriptural arguments. Well, one evening, we were 
surprised to see this self-same surgeon come in to our 
prayer- meeting, and occupy a seat as near the door as he 
could conveniently. That evening we had a short sermon 
from our chaplain, from the text, ‘ How long halt ye between 
two opinions?’ The Spirit attended the word, and many 
were convicted of their sinfulness. The next day the 
eurgeon called on the chaplain, and after making some 
friendly remarks in regard to the weather, and other easual 
remarks, he broke out something like the following : ‘ Caap- 
lain, you make the Bible appear different from anything I 
ever heard before. I never heard such promises as you 
represent,’ He made some other remarks, and left, but not 
until he gave signs ef deep conviction. At the evening 
meeting he again made his appearance, this time a little 
nearer the preacher. From that time he was a regular at- 
tendant. One evening, to our surprise, he arose and said, 
‘ Fellow-soldiers, ’'m a great sinner, and I want tobe a 
Christian. Won’t you pray forme?’ We did pray for him; 
and, glory be to God, he is now a happy child of God. and 
one of our best laborers in the cause. You can hardly 
imagine the effect his conversion has already made on the 
ungo¢ ly officers of the regiment. There are four or five that 
are now seeking Christ ” 


In his next letter he describes the conversion of 
his captain, who was extremely opposed to the 
prayer-meetings he had held in his quarters, and 
threatened to come into their next-meeting and 
break it up. According to his threat, he appeared 
—but it was to stand up at the close, and openly 
say, “ Men, I want to be a Christian—I am tired 
of sin—pray forme.” Thus the Lord has blessed 
this youth in his labors among the soldiers of his 
regiment. He has been for some weeks past re- 

moved from the camp in which they had been 
quartered before, and in his remote position, as 
he says, he has— 

“Had all theduties of a chaplain toperform. This being the 


case, I have held prayer-m and whenever

der of my life-to his work and service. You remember, no 
dcubt, the conversation I once had with you in regard to my 
becoming a minister of the blessed Gospel, anc Isuppose you 
have often wondered what course I pursued in regard to the 
matter, : 


“1 will not attempt the tedious task of telling you ina 
letter what I did. in 1egard to the matter, but simply state 
that I am convinced I did not do my duty, and oh. what 
sorrow and anxiety of soul 1 have suffered as my reward. 
God forbid that 1 should live at such a poor, dying rate as I 
did for too long a time again. 

“Since I have been in the army, my mind has again been 
exercised in regard to the ministry, but when I think of my 
present situation, I am at a loss to know what it is my duty 
tojengage in. No, no; I have stated the case wrong. I sce 
my duty laid out, but how it is to be accomplished I know 
not, and my anxiety in regard to the matter is intense. Oh 
pray for me, my dear pastor, that Imay knew my fall duty. 
My mind is directed toward a foreign missionary life, and 
thusit is that I am perplexed. 

**T have no doubt but I canbe useful here in thearmy, but I 
am calculating. in case my life is spared through this cruel 
war, what can 4 then do for my blessed Savior.” 


The Lord has been in this way educating a poor 
boy for some important work. For what, we 
shall hereafter ree. The day after I received this 
last letter, a Christian man who had lately re- 
covered from an extreme sickness, came to me 
with the request that [I would find some faithful 
youth that he might educate for the sacred minis- 
try. Matthew Henry says: “The Lord never 
sends mouths but he sends meat.” I put the let- 
tets of my “ specimen boy” into his hande to read, 
and he grasped the opportunity with delight. 
And now, should the Lord be pleased to spare this 
youth in war, and thus educate him for usefulness 
in peace, his life will be but another of the multi- 
plied encouragements which God gives toe the 
sons of the poor, “to stir up the gift that is in 
them” for his service and glory. 





SECULAR ELEMENTS IN CHRISTIAN 
MISSIONS.

No careful observer of some of the modern 

mission schemes, as urged and adopted of late in 

some quarters of the globe, can have failed to no- 

tice a disposition to swing off from the good old 

Pauline, or rather heaven-born, policy of relying 

upon what is sometimes called “the foolishness 

of preaching,” as the great means of converting 

the heathen to God, and consequently a. great 
readiness to supplement or even supplant this 

divine, Scriptural method with something of man’s 

devising. Within the last ten years, two or three 
of these modified, adulterated mission schemes 
have been commenced in Eastern Africa—one, 
which might be termed the colonizing scheme, by 
the Hanoverians ; another, the industrial scheme, 
by Bishop Colenso ; and a third, the commercial 
echeme, by Dr. Livingstone—all differing in some 
respects from each other, yet all agreeing and re- 
sembling each other in the large admixture of a 
secular element as an essential part of their policy 
and practice. ; 

It is hardly t'rxp perhaps, to say what shall be 
the final result of these projects. And yetenough 
has transpired to confirm. the faith of all true 
friends of Christian missions in the saying of the 
apostle, that those who would endure hardness as 
a good soldier in the cause of Christ, must be- 
ware how he “ entangleth himself in the affairs of 
this life,” as also in the truth of that other saying, 
that “it is better to trust in the Lord than to put 
confidence in princes.” These at least would 
seem to be the great lessons which the scheme 
last named is going to teach. 

No attentive reader of Dr. “ Livingstone’s 
Travels” can have failed to notice his caricatures 
of a Christian missionary, and the criticism so free- 
ly madé here and there upon those societies who 
have sought to keep themselves most aloof from 
all ‘ entanglement with the affairs of this life ;’ as 
in the following extract, which is made from the 
latter part of his first chapter: “ But we can no 
more hope for ‘healthy feelings among the poor, 
either at home or abroad, without feeding them 
into them, than we can hope to see an ordinary 
werking-bee reared into a queen-mother by the 
ordinary food of the hive. Sending the Gospel 
to the heathen must, if this view be correct, in- 
elude much more than is implied in the usual 
picture of a missionary, namely, a man going 
about with a Bible under his arm. The promo- 
tion of commerce ought to be specially attended 
to, as this, more speedily than anything else, de- 
molishes that senge of isolation which heathenism 
engenders, and makes the tribes feel themselves 
mutually beneficial to each other.” 

To the heterogeneous and secular character of 
the mission which Dr. Livingstone sought to es- 
tablish in the eastern part of Africa, must be 
attributed, no doubt, directly or indirectly, not a 
little of the misunderstanding, variance, and diffi- 
culty which have occurred in the mission itself, 
as also some of the unhappy collisions which 
have happened between the mission and the na- 
tives. And now the patrons of the enterprise at 
home in England—as must sooner or later be 
expected of all patrons of missionary operations 
whose base line is aught else than faith in the 
simple preaching of the Gospel and the grace of 
God, as alone sufficient to produce “ healthy feel- 
ings” in the hearts of men—finding the enter- 
prise is not likely to pay, have issued orders “ for 
the recall of the Livingstone expedition. The 
home authorities, while highly applauding the 
enterprise.and zeal of Dr. Livingstone and all his 


of the geographical discoveries achieved—do not 
think that these are practically of sufficient im- 
portance fo justify the continuance of the heavy 
outlay required for them.”

THE BRITISH MUSEUM. 


Tuat vast encyclopedic embodiment of litera- 
ture and art and ‘science which men call the 
British Museum, but which might as properly be 
termed the picture-gallery of the world, makes 
rapid progress every year. It appears, from its 
annual report, just publishing in London, that the 
number of volumes returned to the shelves of the 
library and reading-room last year, was 1,325,331, 
or 4,539 a day ; that the number of readers dur- 
ing the year was 122,497, averaging 419 a day— 
each reader consulting, on an average, ten books 
a day ; that 17,000 new books were added to the 
library jn the year; that the Department of Coins 
and Medals has acquired 121 distinct specimens 
of gold coins, 762 in silver, and 976 in copper, 
making a total of 1,859. The most remarkable 
items in the coin collection are thirteen rare pieces 
of money of the time of the Visigoth kings in 
Spain, a very small silver coin of Athens, a 
unique staber of Bithynia, a silver coin of Alex- 
ander gus, struck in ‘Egypt, and an unusually

The Manuscript Department has been enriched by 
additions of the XIIth and XVth centuries. 
Among these are a XIIth century copy of Bede’s 
Ecclesiastical History ; William of Newburg to 
the year 1197; the original “ Book of Expenses” 
of Marguerite de Valois, wife of Henry IV. 
of France, from 1612 to 1614; the entire 
works of ‘Saadi, in Persian, a splendid vol- 
ume; a volume of original letters of Philip IV. 
of Spain to Quiroga (1629 to 1646) ; nine letters 
of William III. to Godolphin ; and six autograph 
letters of Bossuet to Madame D’Albret. What a 
mine for some new Macaulay to dig in! The 
archeological and botanical collections have also 
been enriched, although in smaller measure, and in 
the department of Natural History there is a ery 
for “room” in all directions—so rapidly do the 
specimens accumulate. (Yet we showed, some 
weeks ago, how the single enterprise of Professor 
Agassiz has made a better collection of these ob- 
jects than even the British Museum. Still, Eng- 
land has no Agassiz—while Cambridge, Massa- 
chusetts, has; and, besides, ours is a bigger 
eountry than England!) The estimate for carry- 
ing on the British Museum for the coming year, 
amounts, in American currency, to the great sum 
of $452,000. It is a noble trait of the English 
that they grudge nothing to their great public 
establishments.

BECOLLECTIONS OF MRS. BROWNING. 


« BY AN AMERICAN WOMAN. 

Ir was in the winter of 1855 that the Brownings 
weht for the first time to visit the Eternal City. 
For Rome this was a brilliant season. The Seven 
There, amid 
them pre-eminent—since a nature such as hers 
commands pre-eminence—shone Mrs. Kemble— 
whose fame we can almost claim to share with 
our,English friends (or shall we say enemies ?)— 
astonishing the world with bold feats of horseman- 
ship, and in private circles ringing forth from 
Shakespeare’s inspired pages words of freedom 
which, re-echoing beyond the walls within which 
her friends alone were invited, would have stirred 
the.heart of Rome to a new revolution. There, 
suffering and feeble, yet ever distinguished above 
all others for the grace and elegance belonging to 
himeelf alone, Lockhart completed the last months 
of his mournful and heroic career. There Thack- 
eray lashed mankind with knotted scourges of sar- 
casm, and Harrict Hosmer disported herself with 
the exuberant freedom of the New World. There 
the Brilliant Mrs. S——, once better known to the 
world as Adelaide Kemble, gathered her friends 
together in her palace home. And, in fine, in Rome, 
during that brilliant winter, the Browning family 
made their abode, the soft light of Elizabeth Bar- 
rett’s genills shining through the glitter of festive 
gayeties. 
The “Bocca di Lione!”—the Lion’s Mouth! 
an ominous title for a street-—who would venture 
to choose in it a home? ~ There it was, however, 
that the Brownings engaged their apartments, and 
therp also that a party of artists and friends— 
} Americans—were so fortunate as to share their 
abodt. It was in this Lion’s Mouth that I first 
saw Mrs. Browning—first saw the slight, diniinu- 
tive form; the pale face, with its quick, hectic 
gieyend vailfmg cloud of curls, and holy brow, 

earnest. eyes, which have been so often 

eribed. 

Recollections of Mrs. Browning' I Rae, | 
a delicate woman, who at each word of praise 
trembled with a modesty and tenderness impos- 
sible to be told! I remember a wife whose eyes 
beamed when they turned upon her husband’s— 
a mother brooding with her very soul over the 
developing loveliness of a golden-haired child! 
No self-consciousness separated Mrs. Browning 
from her friends. . To her friends she appeared 
no longer as the great poet—the poet was merged 
in the woman. 

The “ Boy Browning,” at the time of which I 
write, was a child of four years—with deep 
.violet eyes and floating golden hair, who, return- 
ing from his walks, made sketches of every scene 
he had gazed upon, and signed his pictures Pen- 
enie—the pet name he had given himself—pre- 
senting them to his friends that they might keep 
him in their remembrance—a child who sang 
low songs breathed to him by his own imagina- 
tion, and chimed sweet rhymes indifferently in 
lisping Italian, or German, or English. No won- 
der that the mother brooded over such a child! 

Recollections of Mrs. Browning! They are 
recollections of the warm sky of Italy, of. the 
breath of her spring, of the fragrance of her flow- 
ers, for with all these her image is blended. In 
the brilliant circle to which I have referred, she, 
this delicate woman, was the center. For her 
very delicacy, for her helplessness, she was be- 
loved. Her physical weakness vailed her genius. 
We felt, approaching her—this is a child whom 
we must protect; this is a being whom we must 
serve and shelter. Therefore, when she could be 
enticed from her solitude to listen to Adelaide 
Kemble’s music, a new element entered those 
festive scenes consecrated by her presence. There- 
fore, when she went forth upon the Campagna to 
pass the day in communion with nature, all na- 
ture responded to hercoming. The most chosen 
spot we made herthrone. We sheltered her from 
the sun, and watched lest too deep a shadow 
should chill or sadden her. We brought her 
flowers. Wee waited before her, and, reveling in 
the very delight of life, in the intoxicating influ- 
ence of that atmosphere of Italy, never forgot that 
among us was one—the gentlest, the most unas- 
suming of us all—whose voice, strong with a new 
inspiration, had penetrated with subtle power the 
hearts of millions—a voice that had rung forth 
upon the world a music strong and sweet, whose 
vibration may never cease. 

Recollections of Mrs. Browning! They are 
recollections of a being through whom shone, as 
through a translucent vail, an infinite charity— 
an infinite repose and love. 

When the cold winds ceased to blow over the 
mountains girdling Florence, the Brownings re- 
tuned to their home. There again I saw them 
in the “ Casa Guidi” famed in song. Mrs. Brown- 
ingeat,that time was writing “ Aurora Leigh.”

It was a matter of principle between husband and 
wife to hold their poems in strict reserve, uatil 
they should be completed. No twopersons could 
form a@ more complete contrast than Mr. and 
Mrs. Browning—she, so delicate in health, and 
he so filled with vigor; she so earnest, and he 
overflowing with animal spirits and a quaint 
humor. And yet his gayety was the smile illum- 
ining tke surface only of his being. Never shall 
I'forget his countenance as he once said to me, 
“ When I remember that all my happiness hangs

Shall 
I not cali from the twilight gloom of memory the 
sweet confidences, the wise counsels, it was 
once my delight to share—shallI write of her, 
and feel that the ideal I should have described is 
still vailed? Itis the external only which the 
world desires. The most sacred word_remains 
unspoken. 

To the Beautiful City no longer shail the trav- 
eler journey, seeking the altar tended by the 
priestess of song, but thither mourafally wegd 
his way—a pilgrim laying the tribute of his devo- 
tions upon the poet’s grave. 





THE SUNLIGHT OF VICTORY. 
BY HORACE GREELEY. 





Ar last, the long hours of trial and suffering 

wear away—the thick clouds of adversity and 

disaster ascend and vanish—the patient fortitude 

that would not be vanquished bears its fruit—the 

faded and battle-rent banners of the great Army 

of the Potomac gleam with the unwonted light of 

victory. No longer can the North be reproached 

with countervailing by the defeat of her armies 

all the triumphs gallantly won in the West and 

in the South ; no longer can it be said with plau- 

sibility, that cvery new effort of the Army of the 

Potomac is sure to culminate in some fresh ca- 

lamity. That Army, commanded by a General 
who inspires and deserves its confidence, has met 
the mightiest host ever embodied by the rebeis— 
veterans all, and led by their ablest general—a 
host which had been trained by successes almost 
unbroken to regard battle and victory as in its 
case synonymous terms—and has crushed it in a 
three days’ struggle, in which its utmost strength 
was put forth with reckless valor wielded by sig- 
nal ability. It was not outnumbered—it was not 
caught at disadvantage and cut up in detail—it 
was met in equal conflict, on ground of its own 
choosing, by that same Army of the Potomac 
which it boasts of having so often vanquished, 
and worsted in fair fight, beyond a doubt or per- 
adventure. It left the well-fought field piled with 
its dead and wounded, numbering a full fourth 
of the flushed and confident legions it brought in- 
to the conflict, and the Fourth of July dawned 
upon the flying wreck of its strength, its courage, 
and its audacious pride. In all human probabil- 
ity, the struggle at Gettysburg has crushed the 
Rebellion and saved the Republic. 

In the contemplation of worldly prudence, that 
struggle should have been postponed, if not 
avoided, on our side. A green commander of an 
oft-beaten army, which, it was widely and confi- 


its reverses, disgusted by the frequent ehange@ ef 
its leaders, and would only fight unde? McClellan 
if at all, should—it was reasonably suggested— 
have waited to be heavily re-enforced from the 
Peninsula, from the defenders of Washington, 
from the rapidly gathering Militia of Pennsylvania 
and her sympathizing Eastern sisters, before 
tempting the perilous ordeal of battle. It is noto- 
rious in well-informed circles that all the foreign 
military officers lounging in our great cities in- 
sisted that Meade would of course be beaten by 
Lee if he gave battle with the Army of the Poto- 
mac alone, and that the French Embassador 
ordered an Imperial ship-of-war around from 
New York to Washington as a place of refuge for 
himself in case of the bombardment or capture of 
our capital. The Secession Aristocracy of Bal- 
timore, hitherto well posted with regard to the 
progress of the War, expected Lee as confidently 
as they looked forward to the anniversary of our 
National Independence, and were only in doubt 
as to which of these events would precede the 
other. ‘ 

There was audacity in the precipitation with 
which Gen. Meade hurled that Army, while yet 
unaccustomed to the sound of his voice—an army 
which he had never once reviewed or maneuvered 
as its commander—upon the sanguine legions of 
his veteran antagonist; but it was the audacity 
of genius—the daring of one who knew himself, 
this soldiers, and the task before them. And it 
twas eminently due to that abused, traduced, mis- 
judged Army of the Potomac that the discomfiture 
of Lee’s invading host should be emphatically its 
own achievement. To have crushed the Rebel 
battalions by overwhelming numbers—by envel- 
oping them in myriads of Militia too multitudi- 
nous to be killed and too dense to get away— 
might have saved the life, but would not have 
vindicated the honor of the Republic. Above all, 
it would not have taught the unthinking and 
superficial many to prize at their true worth and 
to regard with admiring gratitude the heroic valor 
, and invincible constancy of the noble Army of the 
Potomae. 

And s0, by the blessing of God,.and in the 
interest of Humanity, the arms of the Union are 
at length crowned with victory—with victory so 
important and decisive that it should insure Re- 
union and Peace at no distant day. Should Lee’s 
army be hunted across the Potomac, a mere shadow 
of its former self, since Vicxssurc has succumbed 
to the energy and valor of Grant’s invincible host, 
impartial judges must pronounce the Secessign 
movement a failure, and decide that persistence in 
the Rebellion would be a useless, hopeless squan- 
dering of human life. We ought now to be near 
the end of our great struggle, and our Government 
may, without compromising its dignity, not merely 
welcome, but openly invite, proposals from North 
Carolina, Georgia, Texas, and other revolted 
States, for a peaceful restoration of the Union. 
Let us all be prepared—nay, we shall, we must 
already be—to weleome Peace whenever it can be 
achieved without a sacrifice of Duty, of Principle, 
of Honor, of plighted Faith. We have no ill-will 
toward those who have £0 savagely fought us— 
we wou'd do them no evil—we seek the extinction 
of Slavery as a foe alike to their well-being and 
to the Nation’s tranquillity, and woul consent to 
almost any terms of “ reconstruction” that secured 
the overthrow and extirpation of this monster of 
iniquity, this “sum of all villainiés.” Haman 
Liberty—that true Freedom which guarantees 
equal and exact justice, with the fullest right to 
his own earnings, to the weakest and humblest— 
ig the Vital interest of all men, the first requisite 
of a beneficent and stable community —the corner- 
stone of a Christian State. May the agonies, the 
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test have engraven these truths.so deeply on the 
National heart that they can nevermore be effaced 
nor forgotten ! 





THE NEW ENGLISH DOCTRINE OF 
NEUTRALITY. 


BY RICHARD HILDRETH, 


Tue course of events in Eastern Europe goes 
to show that the Polish insurrection will lead to a 
general war. Should such be the case, England 
will have a fine opportunity of practical experi- 
ence in the effects on her own commerce of the 
new rules she has laid down in relation to the 
capture of our ships by cruisers under the rebel 
flag, and the running our blockade in order to 
supply the rebels with arms, ammunition, and 
other needed things, the rebels being now so 
reduced as to be driven to the expedient of import- 
ing flour and provisions from England. 

It is well known that the rebels and their Eng- 
lish friends have been allowed to build, equip, 
arm, and load vessels of great strength in British 
ports, and that all the remonstrances addressed by 
Mr. Adams to Lord Russell, with specifications as 
to the plans of, and the parties to, these piratical 
operations, haye produced no effect. 

When cruisers, fitted out in all our ports by 
nobody knows who, and everybody knows who, 
to cruise under the Polish or Russian flag against 
English commerce, shall sweep every sea, it is 
inevitable that British commerce will experience 
much heavier losses than could possibly have 
been .suffered from any number of cruisers or 
fleets even, lawfully commissioned. We are 
inclined to the opinion that my Lord John will be 
brought by this practical lesson to doubt whether 
the doctrine that, neutrality means nothing at all 
is on the whole a safe foundation to stand on. 

It is well known that when the maritime pow- 
ers entered into the treaty for abolishing privateer- 
ing, application was made to our Government to 
become a party. But Mr. Secretary Marcy, with 
his usual shrewdness and good sense, declined, 
for the conclusive reason that England, having 
any number of Government cruisers, might sweep 
our commerce; whereas, our enly chance, for 
retaliation would be in fittiug out privateers. Heo 
offered, however, to become a party to the treaty, 
provided that it should be so amended as to pro- 
hibit all depredations, whether by public or pri- 
vate vessels, on private property afloat. 

It is probable that my Lord John Bull, after he 
has had the benefit of a personal experience of the 
practical operation of his new-fangled rules, will 
be inclined to agree to such an arrangement as 
Mr. Marcy proposed. If so, it would be a glori- 
ous triumph of humanity and common sense over , 
the follies of past times; and we should have 
here an instance among many others during our 
civil war, which, please heaven, is now near its 
close, of the way in which Providence extracts 
good out of evil.

—Polish affairs continue about the same. The 
war rages with the same intermittent ferocity and 
absence of decisive actions ; the negotiations of the 
western powers with Russia continue, and it is said 
that Persigny, Napoleon’s minister, is to go special 
to St. Petersburg. Meanwhile it is also said that 
Russia is making extensive milftary preparations, 
and intends to refuse any concessions to the in- 
terventionists. 

—The Grand Duke Constantine found recently in his 
packet of foreign newspapers, that very day’s num- 
ber of the Ruch, the organ of the invisible Polish 
National Gover:ment, to his intense wrath and dis- 
couragement. The same invisible power is said to 
have notified him that “ it can no longer guarantee 
his saiety.” 

—Lord Palmerston has stated the things asked of 
Russia by France, England, and Austria, as follows : 

1. A general and complete amnesty. 

2 A uational representation on the principle of that es- 
tablished by Alexander I., @ virtue and in execution of the 
treaty of Vienna. The Ausifian Government took a modified 
view of this, but her Majesty’s Government was of opinion 
that, to satisfy the just expectations of the Poles, the repre- 


sentation should be established on the footing of the charter 
of Alexander I, 





3. That Poles alone should be appointed to public offices, 
as Poles alone were likely to command confidence. 

4. That perfect liberty of conscience shail be granted, 
= that due protection be accorded to the religion of the 

es. 

5 That the Polish language shall be used ig all public 
transactions and in the educatioa of the people. 

6, That a regular system of recruiting shall be established 
to prevent a recurrence of the proceedings which led to the 
present insurrection. 

Her Majesty’s Government recommended and strongly 
urged that there should de a cessation of hostilities, because, 
in their opinion, there would be no useful negotiations as long 
asa conflict of this kind was one on between the Russian 
troops and the insurgents. Austria did net actually recom- 
mend al? these points, but she urged the Empzror of Russia 
somewhat to this effect. 

—Rev. M. O. Conway seems to have been doing 
an unwise thingin London. He a ntly wrote 
to Mr. Mason, substantially offering in behalf of the 
Anti-slavery people of America that the war should 
cease end the rebels allowed to become independent, 
if they would begin to emancipate. Mason answered 
by asking for Conway’s eredentials ; Conway replied 
that he would send to America for them, and on this 
Mason sends the correspondence to The London 
Times. 

—‘he case of the gun-boat Alexandra, intended 
for the rebels, and seized under the English Foreign 
Enlistment Act, has been tried and decided in the 
court of first resort in favor of the defendants, 
“amidst considerable applause”—of course. The 
case is appealed. 

—King Leopold of Belgium is said to have decided 
in favor of Brazil, in the arbitration referred to him 
of the recent dispute between that country and Eng- 
lan 


d. 

—It is said that Napoleon is proposing to 
intervene in the United States; and that if Eng 
will not take hold with him, he means to ask Spain. 

—The Prussian Crown Prince has been angrily 
rebuked for a recent speech at Dantzic, in opposition 
to the King his father’s ebsolutist policy, and ordered 
to retract. He has firmly own) 5 

—Ratazzi and Minghetti, two of the Italian minis- 
try, have fought an indecisive duel with swords, 
beeause the latter charged the former with false- 


hood. 

—Matters are so quiet and comfortable in Spain 
that the Minister of War intends to employ 6,000 sol- 
diers on public works. It would be better to let 
them become citizens. 

—Hon. D. B. Warner, an able man, 47 years old, 
now Vice-President of Liveria, and heretofore its 
Secretary of State, has been elected its President.
